deed the imitation was admirable. By the time 
my eyes were accustomed to the diminutive sjae 
v£ the puppets, 1 ajmost thought I could traqe, 
in their wooden visages, the complacent leer apd 
telf-gratulant smile of the living figuranteaof the 
opqra. 

By degrees, however, even die power of tfagse 
-attractions ceased; and, at an early hour of the
